It was later confirmed that 
wreckage sighted was of the 
missing bomber, A helicopter 
removed two injured crew 
members to hospital. ;

The plane crashed into the 
mountain during a siow- 
storm, buret into flames # 
rolled down the bil. 

Two other injured crewmen 
were brought out by a 
helicopter, which then returned 
for the survivor and the hospital 
workers it had left there. 

It was reported at first that

SURVIVORS’ STORY 

Survivors of the Korean air 
lift plane crash told today of 
seving their flight companions 
washed one by one from the 
plane hulk tn Icy Nerth Pacific 
SPDs. 

Only seven persons of those 
or board survived the crash off 
Sandaplit airport In the Queen 
Charlotte Islands, but the 
survivors, brought to MeChord 
on board another plane, said 
only 10 of the 43° were killed 
in the crash, The other 26 

swept off the half- 
wreckage and

The seven told of clinging to 
the hulk for 90 minutes. 

The plane struck a gravel bar 
In about 16 feet of water, leaving 
a wing and the tall jutting up 
out of the water. 


Pfc Demetris C. Apostolan, 
Hinton, West Virginia, said one 
of the plane's motors failed just 
before the crash landing. 


GRIM TRAGEDY 


“The field was icy and snowy,” 
he said. “We hit too far down 
The pilot gunned the engine and 
pancakec in the water a mile 
offshore. About 10 men didn’t 
get out of the plane. 

‘The rest of us climbed out on 
the wing and fuselage. The waves 
were high and bitter cold. One 
by one the others lost their grip 
and were gone.” 

Sergeant H. D. Maynard, 
Alabarna, sald Stewardess June 
Meadle was one of those swept 
away by the waves after clinging 
to the fuselage. 

“She was just wonderful,” he 
said. “She helped us ali and we 
yere all praying for her, but she 
Slpped off, crying ‘Help me! Help 
mel'"

The seven finally were saved 
by men in a fisherman's skiff.

CABINET

IN SERIOUS CRIME 


An appreciable decline in serious crime in the 
: Colony was reported both by the Chief Justice, Sir 
‘Gerard Howe, and the Acting Attorney General 
(the Hon G. E. Strickland, KC) in their addresses 
at the ceremonial Opening of the Assizes in the 
Supreme Court this morning. 

Both paid high tribute to the good work per- 
formed by the Police under the able guidance of the 


Commissioner. 


Seated with the Chief Justice, 
Mr Justice Gould and Mr Justice 
Scholes on the Bench were Lt- 
Gen G.C. Evans (Commander, 
British Forces, Hongkong) and 
the two senior Unofficial Justices 
of the Peace, the Hon Sir Shou 
son Chow and Mr Li Yick-muw. 

After Mr G. S. Edwards, Clerk 
of the Court, had declared the 
proceedings open, the Attorney 
General presented the calendar 
for this Sessions and said that 
last year the then Attorney 
General was compelled to ex- 
press concern at the increase w 
crime This year, he (Ma 
Strickland) was fortunately able 
to say that there had been, at 
all events during the past six | 
months, a decline, an appreciable ! 
decline, in serious crime. 

OF THINGS TO COME 

K was, of course, not possible 
to predict the shape of things 
to come. There had been a vast 
increase of population in the 
Colony and therefore, despite 
the vigilance of the Police, they 
may still have to face an in- 
crease. It may be hoped that ; 
the ever increasing efficiency of 
the Pollce Force, under the 
guidance of the Commissioner, 
would be able to maintain the 
decline, 

Dealing with crime among 
Servicemen, Mr Strickland said 
this had given cause for con- 
cern but when one considered 
the number of troops present in 
the Colony and the temptations | 
offered it was not so serious as 
it might first appear. 

In conclusion, Mr Strickland 
paid tribute to the work being 
done in the Justices of Peace 
Court notably in dealing with 
traffic offences. 


C.J.’s TRIBUTES 


The Chief Justice, in his 
address, paid tribute fo the 
memory of the late Mr Eldon 
Potter, KC, and the late Mr H.G. 
Sheldon, KC, and said that now 
a great deal of work was borne 
by only two King’s Counsel! here, 
the Hon Leo d’Almada and Mr 
John McNeill. But time would 
remedy that. On behalf of the 
Benches, he thanked both 
branches of the profession for 
the able assistance they had

In his sermon, the Chaplain 
(the Rev George She) said that 
the Majesty of the Law was 
more than a mere phrase. So 
far as man could fathom what 
the will of God is for the 
common life of man, it was that 
man’s relationship with man 
must be regulated by law. 


“Of course, if we are all good 
Christians or even true gentle- 
men, we may well be able to 
live without the expedient of 
the law.
